Fannon was delighted at Harriott’s support and said: “To 
have such a star as Ainsley as our patron can do nothing 
but help our work to publicise the effort Thomas Buxton 
made to get slavery abolished. 

“We plan to erect a monument to Buxton’s memory and 
we have approached Dorset Skills Centre at Poundbury 
to produce it based on our choice from students’ sug¬ 
gested designs. 

“We hope it will be built next summer in time for the 
Olympics and top of our list of possible sites for it is 
Manor Roundabout on Dorchester Road.” 

News of the monument delighted Buxton’s great-great- 
great grandson, Ben Buxton, who came from Wareham 
to attend the meeting. 

He said: “I think it is great that he is being recognised 
locally. To erect a monument in his memory is a fitting 
tribute to his life and work.” 

Weymouth and Portland Mayor Paul Kimber also at¬ 
tended and he praised the society’s work to gain recogni¬ 
tion for Buxton’s contribution to freedom. 

He added: “We must ensure as many people as possible 
know this and realise that slavery still exists in many parts 
of the world.” 

Mr Fannon added that Buxton, known as “Liberator”, 
was elected MP of Weymouth in 1818-1836, slavery was 
abolished in the British Empire in 1833, he was knighted 
in 1840 and died at his home in Norfolk in 1845. 

Mr Fannon said: “The society also hopes to take details 
of Buxton’s achievements out to local schools so as many 
young people as possible are aware of what he fought 
for.”

Dorset has nearly 
300,000 homes and he 
said the park would poten¬ 
tially be able to supply all 
those with ease as well as 
many other homes in 
neighbouring areas. 

It could mean a jobs and 
business bonanza for Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland, he 
said, with scores of jobs to 
build the park and more to 
look after future mainte¬ 
nance. 

He added that the econ¬ 
omy would also reap 
“huge benefits” through 
local sourcing of materi¬ 
als, transport and services 
“where appropriate”. 

Operations manager Stu¬ 
art Grant said the number 
of turbines would vary 
with 150 of 6mw type 
needed to produce 900mw 
but 240 of 5mw type re¬ 
quired to produce 
1,200mw. 

Mr Sherrington said 
Eneco would be applying 
for the park to the Infra¬ 
structure Planning Com¬ 
mission, a government 
body set up to deal with 
national projects. 

He added: “We want to 
apply for planning permis¬ 
sion for the park to the In¬ 
frastructure Planning 
Commission in 2013. 

“By 2014 we want to be 
dealing with financing and 
contracts and we would

hope to start work in 2016 
and to complete in 2019.” 

The project might be the 
second smallest being con¬ 
sidered around the country 
but it was still three times 
bigger than any current 
park, he said. 

Weymouth and Portland 
economic spokesman 
Councillor Mike Good¬ 
man said: “We totally sup¬ 
port the park and 
particularly its potential 
for a turbine construction 
area at Portland and the 
obvious benefits from fu¬ 


ture maintenance and sup¬ 
port operations. 

“Such a construction 
point could go on spare 
land just confirmed as 
available in the Portland 
Port area. 

“Weymouth and Port¬ 
land’s economy and jobs 
can only benefit from the 
park which completely ties 
in with the council’s ma¬ 
rine economic develop¬ 
ment strategy.” 

People are already being 
encouraged to choose a 
name for the park from a 


list of ten which includes 
the likes of Knollsea and 
Wind Needles. 

Mr Sherrington con¬ 
cluded: “These are very 
exciting times and we are 
looking forward to de¬ 
tailed consultation with the 
public.” 

A series of seven public 
information days across 
Dorset, Hampshire and the 
Isle of Wight starts on 
March 16 th from 2-8pm at 
Weymouth Pavilion The¬ 
atre.

New vehicle for search 
and rescue volunteers 


A VOLUNTARY organisation that 
carries out vital search and rescue 
work in Dorset has unveiled its new 
control vehicle. 

The DorSAR (Dorset Search and 
Rescue) vehicle has important first 
aid equipment on board such as an 
automated external defibrillator, oxy¬ 
gen and spinal boards and it has been 
specifically designed for search and 
rescue operations within Dorset. 

It was previously used as transport 
for disabled people and its transfor¬ 
mation was funded by the organisa¬ 
tion’s patron Mr William 
Gronow-Davis and from a charity 
golf event held in July 2010. 

The vehicle itself is a DAF 145, 
registered on a 2001 number plate, 
and was sold to the organisation by 
the Royal Bank of Scotland at well 
below the market value. 

The new control vehicle offers im¬ 
provements in head room, work 
space, stability and storage compared 
to the old vehicle and also provides 
the team with a tail-lift which assists 
with lifting the heavy equipment 
used by the volunteers. 

It is maintained, fuelled and staffed 
by DorSAR volunteers and so relies 
entirely on donations from the pub¬ 
lic. 

DorSAR president Bob Knott said:

“This new control vehicle is a valu¬ 
able and versatile asset that will en¬ 
sure that the dedicated men and 
women of DorSAR are able to sup¬ 
port Dorset Police in a diverse range 
of operational scenarios. 

“I cannot express the gratitude we 
feel to our colleagues in Dorset Po¬ 
lice and our sponsors for helping us 
to achieve this goal.” 

The vehicle was officially unveiled 
at a small ceremony at the Rushmore 


Golf Club near Shaftesbury which 
was attended by DorSAR members 
as well as Dorset Police representa¬ 
tives and the organisation’s president 
and patron. 

DorS AR is a registered charity and 
was formed in early 2004. Since then 
it has assisted in 106 search opera¬ 
tions in Dorset and neighbouring 
counties. 

The organisation has 75 trained 
search volunteers who have com¬ 
pleted over 5,000 work hours be¬ 
tween them since DorSAR was 
formed.

Benefits of renewable energy 
will outweigh the sacrifices 


■ I WOULD like to respond to 
your front page article in in the 
February 10th edition of the 
View from Weymouth & Port¬ 
land, about the proposed solar 
park at Buckland Ripers. 

Your story gave the perception 
that the proposed solar energy 
plan would have a detrimental 
impact on what was suggested 
is a heritage site of outstanding 
natural beauty. 

I would not disagree that Buck- 
land Ripers is indeed part of one 
of England's most beautiful 
counties, however, the pro¬ 
posed site is currently an empty 
field, used by the landowner to 
graze his cattle on during the 
summer months. 

It is barely visible from the 
main road running through the 
village as it is separated by high 
hedges and other fields, and 
slopes southwards (one of the 
key reasons it would be an ex¬ 
cellent solar site). Church Lane 
is the only other road in the vil¬ 
lage; it is a no through road and 
terminates at the church. This 
road is mainly used by residents 
and their visitors (around 14 
properties including a small¬ 
holding, in a deeply wooded 
area with no view over the pro¬ 
posed site) and access for the 
landowner of East Farm. 

On driving in Church Lane the 
proposed site can be seen in the 
distance for a few yards of the 
road. There are only two 
houses in Church Lane which 
have a direct view over the fields 
towards the site, which one 
could say might object to losing 
such an aspect, however I am as¬ 
sured by the landowner that a 


row of trees will be planted to 
form a natural barrier, lending a 
backdrop to the various fields 
and paddocks in situ. The public 
footpath runs through an adja¬ 
cent field, and does not overlook 
the proposed site, except where 
it crosses at one corner into Tat- 
ton Woods. 

I am supportive of retaining 
our green areas as far as we can, 
as they are an important part of 
our local economy providing an 
income for farmers, labourers 
and places to walk by the pub¬ 
lic. However, there are wider is¬ 
sues to be considered here 
which need to be weighed up in 
light of the current plight of 
farmers to run efficient, sustain¬ 
able businesses, and the green 
energy agenda. 

Many local farmers have long 
sold their dairy herds, as they 
became unprofitable, some 
have gone into beef farming as 
the landowner in Buckland 
Ripers, however the cost of this 
labour intensive farming is be¬ 
coming increasingly untenable. 
Therefore many have diversified 
into the holiday cottage indus¬ 
try, camping and caravans, local 
attractions (the Maize Maze) and 
others, in order to remain sus¬ 
tainable as businesses, and as 
homes and employment for 
their families. We must support 
our local farmers if we are to 
avoid the local economy be¬ 
coming at risk. They are part of 
what makes Dorset a place of 
natural beauty. 

The other consideration is sus¬ 
tainable energy resources which 
are natural, free, clean, silent, 
smell-free, non toxic, non-intru- 


sive, and environmentally 
friendly. There is much in the 
news about rising oil prices, and 
the price of other energy such as 
coal. Nuclear power stations 
have provided power until now, 
but we are in a fortunate posi¬ 
tion in the 21 st century of hav¬ 
ing other options, which will 
have a much reduced effect on 
our planet. 

I would refer to the West 
Dorset Local Plan, particularly 
paragraphs on Energy 9.14-9.18 
inclusive, which states: "Na¬ 
tional and European Union leg¬ 
islation both require the more 
efficient use of energy and the 
encouragement of renewable 
energy. 

"The Department of Trade and 
Industry estimate that around 
25 per cent of current electricity 
use could be provided from re¬ 
newable sources by 2025. 

"Dorset local authorities wish 
to encourage the generation of 
energy from renewable sources 
to reduce the dependence on 
traditionally generated power 
from fossil fuels". 

In summary, I do understand 
the concerns of a few that the 
proposal may be detrimental in 
terms of view, however on bal¬ 
ance I strongly suggest that the 
benefits to many, many more far 
outweigh these concerns, and 
depend on us sacrificing some 
of our green land to provide sus¬ 
tainable energy resources which 
are not only environmentally 
friendly, but cost effective. 

I hope this is helpful.

His new role will see him lead a 
team responsible for delivering effec¬ 
tive local operations and services for 
the 18 months leading up to and dur¬ 
ing the period when the borough will 
host the Olympic and Paralympic 
sailing events. 

The borough council, in partnership 
with West Dorset District Council, the 
county council and other organisa¬ 
tions, has been preparing to host the 
sailing events since the announce¬ 
ment of London’s successful bid in 
2005. 

Much local co-ordination remains to 
be done in order to manage the antic¬ 
ipated 60,000 visitors per day who 
will be in the borough during ‘Games 
Time’ to enjoy the events. 

Additional demands on local opera-

tions and services such as crowd man¬ 
agement, “dressing” the borough, li¬ 
censing and advertisements, waste 
collection, public conveniences, 
tourist information services and trans¬ 
port and parking must all be met. 

The new team will also be respon¬ 
sible for managing the live site on 
Weymouth beach and working 
closely with Olympic bodies to man¬ 
age other arrangements associated 


with the hosting of the games. 

A contingency fund of £ 1.5m from 
the Government Olympic Executive 
was recently secured to help meet ad¬ 
ditional demands. 

Weymouth and Portland special 
projects spokesman Councillor 
Howard Legg said: “Simon is very 
well respected by both councillors 
and his colleagues at the council and 
I have every confidence in his ability 
to successfully lead this exciting and 
unique project.” 

West Dorset council leader Council¬ 
lor Robert Gould said: “West Dorset 
is not only Weymouth and Portland’s 
neighbour. It is also the gateway to 
the Olympic borough, so our residents 
really do stand to greatly benefit from 
the resources being directed at deliv¬ 
ering a successful games.” 

Mr Williams’ appointment is an¬ 
other step towards creating a shared 
workforce which will serve both 
councils. 

The next phase of the restructure is 
to select 16 Service Managers. An¬ 
nouncements of the appointments to 
these posts will be made at the begin¬ 
ning of April. 
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Boost to sporting facilities at Redlands 



Freeze on local 
part of council tax 

COUNCILLORS meet tonight (Thursday) to agree a 
budget which is widely expected to see Weymouth 
and Portland freeze any increase in its share of the 
council tax. 

The authority said it had been able to consider doing 
this thanks to "planning and innovative thinking" de¬ 
spite difficult economic times and reduced central 
government funding. 

That reduction will see the council get £833,500 or 
16.2 per cent less government cash for 2011 -2012 and 
a further reduction of £620,000 or 14.4 per cent for 
2012-2013. 

The reduction of 16.2 per cent is the equal highest 
for any council in England with the range for district 
councils being 13.2-16.2 per cent with an average of 
14.5 per cent. 

Vital front line services for the most vulnerable mem¬ 
bers of society have been protected, said the council, 
by work which has identified a variety of savings in 
areas such as waste partnership, revenues, benefits 
and joint working with West Dorset which could save 
£8.5 million over the next five years. 

Finance spokesman Councillor Peter Chapman said 
"Weymouth and Portland council is well prepared to 
face this financial challenge thanks to the planning 
and innovative thinking of both members and officers. 

"Our ground breaking merger of staff with West 
Dorset and our partnership and joint working across 
Dorset have meant we have been able to protect front 
line services while reducing management and back of¬ 
fice costs. 

"By identifying the most cost effective and efficient 
ways of providing essential services, we will be able to 
freeze council tax at its current level to keep the impact 
on residents to a minimum and provide the best pos¬ 
sible value for money for local taxpayers." 

Proposals mean that Weymouth and Portland's share 
of the council tax for a Band D property is likely to re¬ 
main at £267.56, but the final council tax bill people 
must pay still has to take account of financial demands 
in other quarters such as the county council. 


A MAJOR sporting boost has been given to the Wey¬ 
mouth and Dorchester area with the award of two grants 
totalling £280,175. 

More than £80,000 of the money comes from the Foot¬ 
ball Foundation and will go towards helping to develop a 
new third generation artificial pitch at Redlands Commu¬ 
nity Sports Hub, the first of its kind in the county. 

Another £200,000 will come from The Football Asso¬ 
ciation as part of their capital allocation within the Whole 
Sport Plan agreed with Sport England. 

This specific aspect of funding has been awarded to sup¬ 
port the sustainability of community clubs and create 
more opportunities to participate in sport within a high 
quality environment. 

Redlands already boasts some of the best sports facili¬ 
ties in South West Dorset and early forecasts claim the 
new 3G pitch will allow Redlands to “significantly” in¬ 
crease site participation. 

The foundation’s investment will also allow Redlands 
to become more flexible with the range of different sports 
offered on site while also expanding car parking and im¬ 
proving access for pedestrians and cyclists from Dorch¬ 
ester Road and Blenheim Road. 


Redlands manager Caroline Lyons said: “We are al¬ 
ready taking bookings for the new pitches as they will be 
ready for action in May. We couldn’t have installed such 
a great facility without the generous funding from the 
Football Foundation.” 

Foundation chief executive Paul Thorogood said: “I 
would like to congratulate and commend Redlands Com¬ 
munity Sports Hub and the Dorset County FA for all the 
hard work that has been invested into securing this grant. 
Since the Football Foundation was formed, in July 2000, 


we have supported 129 projects in Dorset worth £4.5m. 

“It is essential that communities are able to access qual¬ 
ity facilities where they can be safe and enjoy quality 
coaching.Playing sport can teach people - especially 
young people - essential life skills such as communica¬ 
tion and teamwork. 

“These facilities are for everyone to enjoy, irrespective 
of the level at which they play. However, for a talented 
few, they may well be where the next generation of elite 
players will initially hone their skills.” 



Rotary help for CAB 

MELCOMBE Regis Rotary Club in Weymouth has given £1,000 to Dorchester Citizens’ Advice 
Bureau. 

CABs offer free help and advice to local residents on all kinds of subjects including benefits, 
debt and family problems but are facing severe funding cutbacks because of the ongoing reces¬ 
sion. 

They rely on a grant from their local council and grants from other non-govemmental organ¬ 
isations and charitable donations, so they face closure if money dries up leaving those people 
in the greatest need with no free advice. 

Club president Martin Fielding said: “The CABs offer a completely free and confidential serv¬ 
ice to anyone who needs it and it is vital in these times of financial stringency that this service 
remains free, impartial and available to those who need it most.” 

He added that the club had taken this on board and presented Dorchester and District CAB 
manager Daniel Cadisch with a cheque for £1,000.

Sainsbury's plans on display 


SAINSBURY’S said that hundreds of 
thousands of shoppers are expected 
through their doors each year if they get 
planning permission for a new supermar¬ 
ket in Weymouth. 

The 43,000 square feet store, which 
could create 400 new full and part-time 
jobs, is earmarked for a site on New 
Look’s complex once the fashion chain’s 
headquarters is demolished as part of its 
own expansion plans. 

Residents saw Sainsbury’s multi-million 
pound development plans when they went 
on show at an exhibition in Weymouth 
Pavilion Ocean Room. 

Sainsbury’s development surveyor Ben 
Littman said they had already submitted an 
outline planning application which they 
hoped to have approved by early summer. 

He added: “We will then wait for New 
Look to progress its own relocation plans 
to a different part of their Mercery Road 
site to allow us to get on to our part of the 
site early in 2013.

“We could then finish and be open for 
business by Christmas 2013 or early 2014 
depending on progress.” 

Mr Littman added that the new store 
would be the only Sainsbury’s of that size 
within 30 miles of Weymouth and would 
include a delicatessen, meat and fish coun¬ 
ters, an in-store bakery, a cafe, a six-pump 
petrol station and 530 parking spaces. 

He said that Weymouth town centre busi¬ 
nesses would not be affected if Sainsbury’s 
was granted permission for their new store 
because it caters for the once-a-week major 
shop whereas the town centre was “a much 
more leisurely shopping experience”. 

He added: “We feel our new store will 
actually boost Weymouth town centre be¬ 
cause it will encourage people to remain 
locally for their shopping. 

“If they come to us for their main shop 
then they are more likely to also browse 
the town centre rather than travel away.”

History recreated in living detail 


A NINE-mile English Civil War 
march has been recreated 366 
years later. 

Pike and Shot Events staged the Roy¬ 
alist march from St Andrews Church on 
Portland to Weymouth’s Old Town Hall. 

All 16 marchers dressed in clothing 
and equipment of the period and com¬ 
pleted the route, firing their weapons at

Sandsfoot Castle on the way. 

The original event was the prelude to 
Royalists and Parliamentarians clashing 
at Weymouth on February 9 th , 1645. 

Pike director Dave Allan said: “It was 
a very tough march. Now we know why 


it has never been recreated before! 

“Parts of the route were awful particu¬ 
larly near the Verne where the footpath 
was very steep but we made it.” 

Mr Allan explained that the march had 
been held to raise awareness of the Eng¬ 
lish Civil War. 

He said: “The march was followed by 
two battles and a 19-day siege of Wey¬ 
mouth in what was the biggest Civil War 
incident in Dorset but few people know 
about it. 

“The clash became known as the 


Crabchurch Conspiracy and it turned in 
to a disaster for the Royalists. 

“About 4,500 of them attacked Wey¬ 
mouth and got beaten by about 900 
Roundheads which was a bit of a humil¬ 
iation.” 

Next day Pike and Shot recreated a 
Parliamentarian march from Sandsfoot 
Castle to Chapelhay which took place 
during the same campaign. 

Pike and Shot is now planning an Eng¬ 
lish Civil War encampment at Sandsfoot 
Castle on July 3 rd .

Local journalist Michel 
Hooper-Immins, who 
knew Mr Hunt for more 
than 60 years said: “I was 
born in Penny Street and Mike in 
Walpole Street but our houses were 
back to back, sharing the wall. 
“We met at a very early age and re¬ 
mained loyal friends throughout 
our lives. 

“Although he lived in Dorchester 
for some years, Mike’s heart was

always rooted in Weymouth and he 
never forgot his roots in the Park 
District. 

“I believe Mike was happiest when 
he was running pubs. He was the 
popular barman at the Duke of Al¬ 
bany in Park Street in the late 
1960s and went on to run the Little 


Ship at Portland, the Victoria 
at Dorchester, the Wellington 
Arms in Weymouth town 
centre and the Pint Pot oppo¬ 
site Weymouth station. Later 
he and Christine owned Bog¬ 
arts night club in New 
Street.” 

He added that Mr Hunt had 
been able to turn his hand to 
many trades and had been a 
bus conductor, an engineer at 
Wellworthys and manager of 
the local Co-op grocery shop. 
In the mid 1960s he managed 
Weymouth Football Club’s 
highly successful youth team 
and became a qualified and 
much respected football ref¬ 
eree. 

Mr Hooper-Immins said that 
Mr Hunt was adventurous 
too, travelling overland to 
Afghanistan in 1970 with 
Geoff Gale and Keith Fisher. 
He added: “Many local peo¬ 
ple will remember Mike Hunt for 
his good cheer with which he 
greeted all his customers to the 
kiosk by the Sluice Gardens. 

“I have lost a wonderful friend who 
I know will be much missed by 
many in Weymouth.” 


... and tributes to Chief Ranger 


SHOCKED diners at a Valentine 
lunch in Weymouth stood in si¬ 
lence as a mark of respect after 
hearing that their Chief Ranger had 
just died at home on Portland. 

John Comben had been too un¬ 
well to attend the event at the 
Crown Hotel being held by the 
Honorary Court Highclere No. 1 
Weymouth of the Ancient Order of 
Foresters. 

Court co-ordinator Alderman 
Peter Rendall talked to Mr Comben 
just before midday and heard that 
he was feeling better, having left 
hospital the previous day. 

But barely an hour later a 
shocked Mr Rendall had to relay 
sad news of his death to 50 mem¬ 
bers and their wives who had just 


finished lunch. Everyone then 
stood in silence while he said a 
prayer. 

John Comben was invested as 
Chief Ranger in October and is be¬ 
lieved to be the first Chief Ranger 
to die in office since the Honorary 
Court was founded in 1887. 

Immediate Past Chief Ranger 
Alan Gordon takes over as Acting 
Chief Ranger until October when 
Mervyn Thomas is due to be in¬ 
vested. 

Mr Comben was born on Port¬ 
land and worked as a stonemason 
on the island for many years before 
turning to fishing. 

He later became a fish and shell¬ 
fish merchant, co-founding the 
Castletown business Copine Fish 


which exports spider crabs to 
Spain. 

Mr Gordon said: “John was a 
popular and much respected man 
who supported all our events. We 
will miss him. 

“He was always there to help the 
work of the Foresters, an ever reli¬ 
able stalwart in support of our char¬ 
itable work. John chose the 
Portland Boys Club as his charity 
and we will continue to raise funds 
for that in his memory for the rest 
of the year.” 

Foresters secretary Munro Ross 
said: “I found him to be a very 
thoughtful man and enjoyed work¬ 
ing with him. There is no doubt that 
he will be very much missed, not 
only by his family but also by his 
many friends.”

I <2 Wednesday 
IZ February 23 2011 


viewonline24/7 

viewfromonline.co.uk 


view from news 


Monster crab on show

WEYMOUTH Sea Life 
Park is playing host to the 
biggest crab ever seen in 
captivity. 

Crab Kong, who is hap¬ 
pily relaxing in his display 
tank, took over the title 
from a female spider crab 
called Crabzilla. 

She caused a sensation 
when she made a brief ap¬ 
pearance at Birmingham 
Sea Life Centre last sum¬ 
mer, but 15 kg Crab Kong 
has put her firmly in the 
shade with his vital statis¬ 
tics which include a claw 
span of more than eight 
feet. 

He was caught by fisher¬ 
men from the small coastal 
village of Heda in Suruga 
Bay southwest of Tokyo 
and was shipped to the UK 
instead of going to market. 
Sea biologist Robin James 
had visited Heda only a 
few weeks earlier and the 
fishermen knew he would 
be interested. 

Kong is destined to star 
in a new display at the Sea 
Life centre in Munich, but 
UK wildlife fans can see 
him at the Weymouth Sea 
Life Park before he goes. 

He will join a variety of

British sea fish including 
rays and gurnards in an icy 
cold sandy seabed display. 

Robin said: “Getting in 
an animal as impressive as 
Crab Kong is the aquarium 
equivalent of signing 
Ronaldo.” 

“Kong is sure to be an 
even bigger draw than 
Crabzilla and giving peo¬ 
ple a chance to witness 
first hand one of the many 
wonders of the deep 
oceans helps boost support 
for marine conservation.” 

In the wild Japanese spi¬ 
der crabs can achieve a 
leg-span of over 12 feet. 


That is big enough to 
straddle a car and they can 
weigh as much as 19kgs. 
Robin said: “These crabs 


are believed capable of liv¬ 
ing to be 100-years-old. 
We think Kong is between 
30 and 40-years-old.”

Over the past four years the 
number of pupils and schools at¬

It is 
struggling to meet demand and 
so has put out an appeal for vol¬ 
unteer reinforcements. 


Existing volunteers are getting 
older and new blood is desper¬ 
ately needed if this valuable ed¬ 
ucational experience is not to be 
lost. 

Accordingly fort staff said they 
hoped to appeal to any retired 
teachers or teachers thinking 
about retiring to give some 
thought to becoming a fort vol¬ 
unteer.

Steven Booth said: “You don’t 
need to be a qualified teacher, 
just someone who enjoys work¬ 
ing with children, doing a bit of 
role play and who possesses a 
sense of humour. 

“Please feel free to talk to ex¬ 
isting team members about this 
activity. Not only will you be 
supporting a local charity — in 


itself a worthy cause - but you 
will be helping to educate our 
young children about the wider 
sense of community spirit that 
prevailed during the war years.

Illegal workers targeted in raids 


FOUR immigration offenders were 
arrested in Weymouth after UK 
Border Agency raids targeting ille¬ 
gal working were carried out at 
three businesses in the town. 

Officers went to the Ming Wah 
restaurant in St Thomas Street 
where a woman attempted to flee 
from the back of the building but 
was caught. Immigration checks re¬ 


vealed she was a 29-year-old 
Malaysian who had entered the UK 
illegally. 

A simultaneous raid on the Jas¬ 
mine takeaway in Dorchester Road 
netted two Chinese men found 
working illegally in the kitchen. A 
30-year-old was found to have over¬ 
stayed his visa while a 36-year-old 
had entered the UK illegally. 


Officers then went to Weymouth 
Tandoori in Maiden Street where a 
41-year-old Bangladeshi waiter was 
found to have entered the UK ille¬ 
gally. 

All three illegal immigrants and 
the visa offender were arrested and 
remain in custody while the UK 
Border Agency takes steps to re¬ 
move them from the country.

The effect on the surgery can be imagined 
with staff left idle at the whim of patients 
and time being wasted which should have 
been spent caring for people’s health never 
mind the loss of income caused by the no- 


their hands afterwards. 

Not only is there nothing wrong with this 
but such hygiene is to be actively encour¬ 
aged, but what I found a bit of an insult to 
people’s intelligence was what the notice 
went on to discuss in some detail. 

Believe it or not, there was then line after 
line about the correct way for people to 
wash their hands! 

Key advice stressed the importance of 
paying particularly attention to the heel of 

the hand, it talked about.well it 

doesn’t matter what it talked about. 


shows. 

Now patients are being warned that they 
are facing a different sort of filling. 

If they miss two appointments in one year 
they will be de-registered from the surgery 
and their place given to new dental patients 
looking to join an NHS practice. 

So the message being drilled home seems 
to be that patients ignore an appointment 
they make to a valuable community re¬ 
source at their peril. 


The fact is that if we now need explicit 
guidance on how to wash our hands then 
there really is no hope for us. 

What next, perhaps instruction on the 
correct way to walk to guard against ex¬ 
cess heel wear or the correct way to 
breathe to avoid unduly damaging our nos¬ 
trils? 

Surely the best thing such notice writers 
could do would be to stop writing notices 
to help reduce the damage to people’s pa¬ 
tience

PJ Harvey goes to war 


PJ Harvey - Let England Shake 
Island Records ★★★★★ 

IF THERE'S one thing you can't accuse PJ Harvey of, it's repeating herself. 
From the indie-punk rock of her 1992 debut, Dry, to the plaintive piano 
ballads of 2009's White Chalk, Harvey has never stopped evolving as a 
songwriter. 

Even when you could forgive the West Dorset star for trying to replicate 
something she'd done before (and who would have blamed her if she'd 
tried to follow the success of the million-selling, Mercury Music Prize win¬ 
ning Stories From The City, Stories From The Sea with an album in the same 
vein?), she never has. 

And now, with this, her eighth solo album, it seems that everything that 
has gone before was simply preparation for what is quite possibly PJ Har¬ 
vey's first masterpiece. 

Although she might want to shy away from the term "concept album," 
this hugely inventive record tackles intelligent subjects whilst never letting 
the poetry of the lyrics smother the majesty of the rich musical tapestry 
these 12 songs weave. 

The album took nearly three years to write and, although Polly debuted 
material from the album as long ago as the summer before last (at Lul- 
worth's Camp Bestival), she didn't record the album until late last spring. 

Sessions took place over a five week period in St Peter's Church, Eype, 
over April and May 2010. And it was around this time Polly Jean appeared 
on The Andrew Marr Show to perform the album's title track on an autoharp 
(nattily attired in feathered headdress). 

It's probably no coincidence she chose a political show as her forum, as 
this new album tackles war and the country's role in what, at the end of 
the record, feels like centuries of bloodshed. 

Although there is still soul-searching to be found here, this is PJ Harvey 
at her least introspective. For these new songs take on subjects that affect 
the world as much as they do the individual. Previous themes such as love 
and motherhood are replaced by despair and shame. And blood - lots of 
it. 

Although the themes have undoubtedly been inspired by our armed 
forces'presence in Iraq and Afghanistan, the lyrics often reference much 
older conflicts. 'All And Everyone,"On Battleship Hill' and 'The Colour Of 
The Earth'are all rooted in the disastrous Gallipoli campaign of the First 
World War, where British and French forces tried to capture Constantinople 
in order to secure a sea route to Russia. 

Continuing the Ottoman theme, the title track - when performed on An¬ 
drew Marr's show last year - featured a sample of The Four Lads' 1953 hit, 
'Istanbul (Not Constantinople)'(now reduced to a xylophone motif that 
runs throughout). 

But lines such as "What if I take my problem to the United Nations?" on 
'The Words That Maketh Murder'bring us bang up to date, referencing the 
2003 decision to invade Iraq against UN advice support, whilst also paying 
tribute to Eddie Cochran's'Summertime Blues'. 

It's in that song - the album's first single - that Harvey takes on the role 
of a soldier as she tells the narrative: "I've seen and done things I want to 
forget / I've seen soldiers fall like lumps of meat / Blown and shot out be¬ 
yond belief/Arms and legs were in the trees." 

In a recent interview with NME, she said: "I started wondering where the 
officially appointed war songwriter was. You have got your war artists, like 
Steve McQueen, and your war photographers. I fantasised that I had been 
appointed this official songwriter." 

It's a role in which she has excelled, writing lyrics that conjure up vivid 
images of the horrors of warfare. 

The album's other central theme is what it means to be English, even 
though so much of the record seems to be set in some corner of a foreign 
field. 

"England - you leave a taste. A bitter one," Polly sings on 'England,'whilst 
on the title track she declares: "England's dancing days are done." 

On 'The Last Living Rose' she asks to be taken back to "the grey, damp 
filthiness of ages"and to:"Let me let walkthrough the stinking alleys/To 
the music of drunken of beatings." It's not a record to wave your Union 
Jack to. 

From the reggae sample featured in 'Written On The Forehand' to the 
Russian folk inspiration for 'The Glorious Land' and 'In The Dark Places,' 
there's so much depth here you'll continue to ponder on it for months. 

This is a sad, despairing album, 
but it's also full of anger and pas¬ 
sion. It's not a protest record, but 
nor is it an album to make you 
feel proud to be English. You 
won't hear it played on the radio, 
but neither will you hear a better 
album this year. 

Eight albums in and only now 
is PJ Harvey reaching her cre¬ 
ative peak. 

Whatever she does next you 
can only be sure of one thing - it 
will be completely different.

RUDYARD Kipling is as popular today as 
ever, with his poem "If" (written in 1895) 
even being recited at Wimbledon by Roger 
Federer and Rafael Nadal. Kipling was the 
first English writer to be awarded the Nobel 
Prize for Literature, back in 1907, when he 
was at the peak of his powers but still only 
42 years old. The great man's last collection 
of stories, "Limits and Renewals" was pub¬ 
lished in 1932 when he was old and ill. The 
stories are interspersed with nineteen 
poems, less well-known verses, which you 
may not have read before. These are three 
of them. 

FOUR-FEET 

I have done mostly what men do, 

And pushed it out of my mind; 

But I can't forget, if I wanted to, 
Four-Feet trotting behind. 

Day after day, the whole day through - 
Wherever my road inclined - 

Four-Feet said, "I am coming with you!" 
And trotted along behind. 

Now I must go by some other round, - 
Which I shall never find - 
Somewhere that does not carry the sound 
Of Four-Feet trotting behind. 


THE MOTHER'S SON 

I have a dream - a dreadful dream - 
A dream that is never done, 

I watch a man go out of his mind, 

And he is my mother's Son. 

They pushed him into a Mental Home, 
And that is like the grave: 

For they do not let you sleep upstairs, 
And you're not allowed to shave. 

And it was not disease or crime 
Which got him landed there,

DAN THOMAS kept his third clean sheet since arriv¬ 
ing on loan from AFC Bournemouth with a breath¬ 
taking save deep into injury time, as Dorchester 
Town fought out a dogged draw with Bromley. 

The state of the pitch did not make this a game for 
connoisseurs, as both sides struggled with the sur¬ 
face that deteriorated badly, and were guilty of mis¬ 
placed passes and poor control at times. 

Such is the current size of the squad available, that 
manager Ashley Vickers had to name himself as one 
of only four substitutes along with youth player Lee 
White, a not fully fit Nick Crittenden and goalkeeper 
Regan Coward. 

Bromley, who recorded seven straight league wins 
at the start of the season and only tasted defeat in 
their twelfth match, were looking to halt a run of two 
defeats that had seen them slip to a still handily 
placed seventh in Blue Square Bet South. 

Both sides found it hard to find any rhythm in the 
opening minutes, but Chris Flood, who committed 
himself to the Magpies earlier in the week by signing 
a contract until the end of the season, had a great 
chance to draw first blood in the 12th minute. Kyle 
Critchell produced a superb defence splitting ball to 
set the former Crawley Town winger clear. However 
he overran the ball as'keeper Craig Holloway ad¬ 
vanced and the chance was gone. 

Three minutes later the same two were involved 
when Flood's goalbound shot from 20 yards follow¬ 
ing a corner hit Crichell and went wide. Bromley 
showed very little going forward and Nathan Walker 
couldn't quite reach Flood's clipped free kick after 
Neil Martin was floored just outside the box. 

Crittenden who was expecting a run for the last 20 
minutes following a groin strain, found himself in¬ 
volved after 31 minutes when Jamie Coutts, who has 
just regained a regular place after weeks of injury, 
had to be substituted when he tweaked his ham¬ 
string stretching to keep a ball in play. 

Soon after Jake Smeeton sent Martin free down the 
left channel, but his 20-yard rising shot was tipped 
over by Holloway, before Devlin's low 30-yard drive 
was well held by the keeper diving down to his right. 

Despite an excellent performance by Lilywhites' 
central defender Liam Harwood, the same couldn't 
be said of all the rest, and deep into first-half added 




time left back Aaron Fray sliced Ryan Moss' left wing 
cross just over his own crossbar. Moss then almost 
made him pay for the error but his header from 
Steve Devlin's corner just went the wrong side of the 
upright. 

The visitors made a change at the start of the sec¬ 
ond half; replacing Courtney Harris with Wes Daly; 
and this gave them a more competitive edge. He 
produced Bromley's first shot of note just before the 
hour; a 30-yard volley which fizzed over the angle of 
the goalframe. 

Jordan was then forced into a save at his near post 
when Daly's diagonal ball found Charlie Ide on his 
own, but the keeper got down to smother his close 
range effort. 

Bromley then had the best chance of the match 
when three times they lined up shots at goal which 
the Dorchester defence managed to block before 
the ball broke to Tony Finn. 

He stepped inside a defender and a goal looked 
certain until Doug Bergqvist, making his home 
debut, brilliantly blocked his close range effort with 
his face. From the resultant corner after treatment 
to the Aldershot Town loanee, Daly drove over the 
bar. 

Dorchester fought their way back into the match, 
and Holloway managed to get his fingers to Critten¬ 
den's 20-yard low angled drive, although the aptly 
named referee Adam Bromley, gave a goal-kick. 

A superb move down the right wing between 
Critchell, Crittenden and Moss resulted in Critchell's 
shot being deflected behind for a corner from which 
Moss was unlucky when he swivelled and hooked 
his shot just over the angle of the goal. A minute 
later Holloway had to dive full-stretch to palm away 
his header from Devlin's corner. 

It seemed the match would peter out as both sides

However when we 
got to Swinley Bottom they were not that far in front and 
I thought they were catchable.

I HAD not journeyed westward for a few weeks and took the 
opportunity to take in the game at Honiton on Saturday, in 
conditions that were sticky in the extreme.

WHEN the Weymouth club sums up its season in a few weeks 
time I imagine that the epithet'So near and yet so far'will be 
considered.

THIS was the closest of 
three meetings between 
these teams this season, 
and although Dorchester 
battled hard, ultimately 
the home side were too 
strong for them in all areas 
of the game. 

It was evenly fought for 
the first 15 minutes with 
both sides having chances 
to break out but the tack¬ 
ling was up to the mark.

Meanwhile Weymouth manager Martyn 
Rogers has not been idle in strengthening his 
squad. Despite Jamie Mudge having just signed 
dual registration forms to enable him to regain 
his fitness with Willand Rovers, Dorchester Town 
have agreed a deal for the 27-year-old striker to 
join Weymouth on non-contract terms until the 
end of the season.
